Tun telegraphic summary of the President's Message 
has arrived from Washington. As far as we can 
judge from the telegram the Message was the most 
intem ever deiivered by an American President, 
and is worthy of the framer of the Ostend Mani- 
festo. Mr. Buchanan, compelled to relinquish office, 
determined to leave a poisoned sting behind him. 
He depicts, probably with exactness, the fearful state 
of society in the Southern States, and the terrible 
dread of a servile insurrection ; but, instead of at- 
tributing them to the tyrannical and overbearing 
conduct of the Southerns, and their aggression upon 
the local rights of the North, he becomes the full- 
blown partisan, and ventures to assert that “ the 
“ incessant and violent agitation of the slavery ques- 
“ tion throughout the North for the last quarter of 
n century is that which has produced a malign 
“influence on the slaves.” For the honour and 
truth of American Statesmen, we hope the telegram 
is in error. We can scarcely imagine that any man 
could attribute to such a cause dangers to which his 
own policy, more than anything else, has given origin. 


Wurms the London journals are deeply speculating 
upon the temperature at Pekin, the clothing of the 
troops, the wintering of the army, and the probability 
of a fresh campaign next spring, news has suddenly 
arrived from an unexpected quarter which upsets all 
their calculations. The Russians possess telegraphic 
communication from Moscow, the southernmost 
point of their new acquisitions on the Amoor.

palace immediately. We have no reason to doubt 
the substantial truth of this telegram. It has not 
been directed to any of those Greek firms which 
occasionally manipulate the wires, but to our own 
Foreign Office, and it would not have been com 
municated to the public journals if it had not been 
considered to be authentic. 

The Allies occupied the two great gates of Pekin 
on the 13th of October. At that time the Plenipo- 
tentiaries were with the forces, and in communication 
with Hung-chey, who had been present at the storm- 
ing and capture of Canton. It would appear that the 
Emperor of China was completely surprised, 
although the Allies were so long performing that march 
of seven miles. He trusted, probably, to the repre- 
sentations of Sin -ko-lin-sin, whose letters vouching 
for the annihilation of the Allies by means of his 
military dispositions were found in the Emperor's 
cabinet. The fact that the Treaty of Tien-tsin, in 
Chinese and English, and signed by Lord Elgin, was 
found on a heapof articles,where it had been hurriedly 
thrown down, proves that the Emperor or his Minis- 
ters were considering the purport of its terms just 
previously to flight. For thirteen days the delibe- 
rations of Lord Elgin and Hang-chey proceeded, 
and as the ratifications were only exchanged on the 
5th of November, it appears that the Allied forces 
occupied Pekin for at least twenty-three days. The 
next mail cannot bring us intelligence to a later date 
than the 28th of October. What the Allies had 
effected in the intermediate period is matter of pure 
speculation. They may have seized the Imperial 
palace in the centre of the Tartar town, a fort within 
a fort; or they may have spared that vast treasure- 
house in anticipation of a treaty. We trust that 
Lord Elgin has shown his detestation of the treachery 
and cruelty of the Tartars by exacting terms far less 
moderate than those he proposed at Tien-tein. 

This telegram from St. Petersburg, conveys no 
hint of what we would most gladly bear. The fate 
of Mr. Brabazon and Mr. Bowlby is still uncertain. 
From the official dispatches it would appear that, up 
to the very hour when the mail leít, on the 13th of 
October, prisoners were coming intocamp. Assome 
of the cap'ives had been carried to a distance of 30 
and 40 miles from Pekin, there is still a hope that 
Messrs. Brabazon and Bowlby miy have been re- 
covered. If they have not, Lord Elgin will bea bold 
man to face the English people, should he have 
ratified a treaty without insisting upon the exemplary 
punishment of every individual who had act or part 
either in their seizure or imprisonment. 

There are two parties, for obvious reasons, en- 
deavouring to palliate the enormities which the Tar- 
tars have committed. The “ Trade-at-any-disgrace” 
men assert that the Tartars are quite justified 
ia poisoning wells or flour, and inflicting tor- 
tures upon prisoners, in order to deter foreigners. 
These are the Manchester mea, whose 9 god 
ia cotton, and to whom the perlection of civilisa- 
tion is a spinning jenny. The London imes 
more insidiously excuses the cruelty of the Chinese. 
They merely wished to biad their prisoners, forsooth, 
and they use for cords strips of split cane, whieh cut 
into the flesh and produce giogrene, quite by acei - 
dent, of course. We suppose that “ the insufficiency 
“of food,' under which two of the captives suc- 
cumbed, will be accounted for by the necessities of 
rapid movement, xc. There is also mention made in the 
Indian papers of “inhuman tortures,” which, perhaps, 
the Times will attribute to the imagination of the 
writers. From the Times article it would seem that we 
are altogether mistaken in attributing to the Chinese 
any fancy for inflicting torture. The Budhist priests 
depict the tortures of the damned on the walls of their 
temples, and from these pictures our ideas of the 
demoniac ingenuity of Chinese tortures is derived. 
The writer of the article in the Times seems to have 
never read the letters of Mr. Wingrove Cooke, 
the Times’ own correspondent in China. That 
gentleman draws a picture of Yeh's shambles 
n Canton, surpassing in horror anything the ima- 
gination ofa Hudhist priest ever conceived. For days 
and weeks pri.oners, fearfully mutilated, have been left 
in iron cages, exposed to the gaze of the multitude, 
and barely left alive in order to extart money from 
their relatives for a quick despatch. Criniinals are 
fastened to posts, with limbs extended, and before 
them stands the executioner with a covered basket ; 
he puts his hand under the cover and draws out a 
knife, on the handle of which is written the name 
of the limb he shall first peel and scrape, while he 
dissects the man alive. If the Chinese are thus 
devilishly cruel to their own, they will hardly be 
more merciful to prisoners of nations with which 
they are at war. We look upon these attempts at 
excusing the Chinese, or palliating their enormities 
as nothing short of an endeayour to screen Lord 


punishment of the guilty. The Times may have 
good reasons for anticipating this. It is quite plain 
that Lord Elgin was deceived by the Treaty of 
Tien-Tsin, in 1858 ; he was duped again, at the same 
place, in 1860. He was quite willing to give up the 
most important clause of his treaty for the sake of 
peace; and there seems to be a hurry in the eva- 
ouation of Pekin, strikingly in contrast with the 
dilatory measures which preceded its occupation. 
We augur unfavourably from these palliations for 
torture. They indicate that the torture is un-

PROPER FUNCTIONS OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Wisely limited and restrained, as to his power under 
our constitution and laws, he alone cau accomplish but 
tthe tor good or for evil, on such a momentous question, 
aod this brings me to observe that the election of any 
one of our fellow-citizens to the office of President does 
not of itself afford just cause for dissolving the Union. 
The election of a President of the United States in a 
constitutional manner cannot, of itself, justify seces« 
sion or revolution. The Constitution does not 
contemplate the act of separation or disunion, and 
therefore there can be no legal aud constitutional 
secession of any State from the Union. The 
Personal “Liberty Acts of several Northern States 
ire in direct conflict with the Constitution of the 
United States, and ought to be repealed. If continued 
upon the statute books of the Northern States afte: 
public attention has been directed to the subject, the 
injured States will be justified in revolution. ‘Lhe Pre- 
siúent has no power, except to see that the laws arc 
executed, and tor this purpose certain facilities are given 
him. Ile cannot maintain the judiciary in a State like 
South Carolina, when Federal officers resign; but he 
has power over the collections of customs, and over the 
public property of the United States located within the 
several States, and to protect this the Guverament forces 
will act strictly on the defensive.

He subsequently stated to his medi- 
cal triends "that to his professorship in the College of Sur- 
geons he owed much of hie success in life,” Asalecturer he 
was very successiul, and those which he delivered in 
this College on cholera attracted at the time very large 
sudiences. He was also an excellent clinical teacher 
ind lecturer, and, no doubt, by his exerticas contributed 
his share towards maintalutug and adding to the charac- 
ver of the Dublin School of Medicine. Nor should it be

“Here are some very high brick-kilns, from which 
severa) gates and other structures within the walls of 
Pekin were distinctly seen about five miles distant. 
Still in- pursuit of the retreating enemy, we marched on 
through a thickly-wooded country until within haif.a- 
mile of the earthwork which extends along the north 
side of, and distant one mile from, the capital, where 
some Tartars were seen among the houses close by, 
The King’s Dragoon Guards went in at them, and they 
fied, leaving eight dead or disabled, and one of the 
dragoons wounded in the skirmish. In a short time 
after the earthwork was reached, and a gap of sixty 
or eighty yards opened upon a straight road of the 
same width leading to the north-east gate of Pekin. 
The troops entered by this gap, and, wheeling to the 
right, halted where we now are, within the earthwork 
—an embankment of 40 to 80 feet high, which would be 
a strong defence in the hands of efficient troops. Here 
the greater partof the British army encamped, Why it 
did not proceed to the Summer Palace at once, as was 
planned, I do not know. The French, and most 
of our cavalry, with some artillery, did 80, but the 
former did not arrive on the spot until two hours after 
the latter, who were waiting for the remainder of our 
army. On the French coming up, the brigadier offered 
to co-operate with them. They asked him to go rouud 
to cut off the Tartars while they attacked the palace. 
This they did, and found 300 eunuchs in charge of it, 
and 40 men who take care of the gardens, only 20 of 
whom had guns. They made a slight resistance; two | 


eunuchs were killed and two French officers wounded, 
and they then took possession of the palace. 

“ It is said that the reason our army did not advance 
was that a body of Tartars was seen to come out of the 
north-east gate and disappear in a southerly direction, 
and that we should follow them.

INDIA~—THE MUTINY IN A EUROPEAN 
REGIMENT, 

We have received advices this morning from Bombay 
to Nov. 16, 

The last mail furnishes the particulars of the mutiny 
in the 5th Bengal Kuropeans. 

Sir Hugh Rose had expressed his intention to go to 

Dinapore and inspect the regiment, and it would seem 
as if some fresh mutinous symptoms were manifested 
on parade, for a telegram from Calcutta informs us 
that on the morning of the 12th ult., one soldier of 
the 5th was shot, and the ment itseif disbanded. 
The Bombay Gazette ot Nov. 10 says :— 
Would that this terrible punishment of the worst 
crime a soliier can commit had been inflicted by LorJ 
Ciyde last year, We should then have been spared the 
humiliating spectacle of 10,000 Europeans deserting at 
once the standard of their country, and leaving behind 
them a legacy of disaffection from which we shall never 
again in India be wholly free,till oneor two such memo- 
rable examples as Sir Hugh Rose has just given by the 
disbandment of the 5th Bengal Europeans have con- 
vinced the army thatthe military authorities are de- 
termined, at whatever cost, to maintain discipline, and 
crush disloyalty. If one needed a proof of the rotten- 
ness of the whole Bengal army, with the noble excep- 
tion of the artillery, it would be found in the necessity 
which has imposed itself on Sir Hugh Rose of punishing 
with death and the supreme military disgrace of dis- 
bandonment an’offence against which but a fortnight 
before he had, gently but firmly, warned the troops ua- 
der his command. The wise and generous words of 
the order in which Sir Hugh commemorated the bravery 
ot Sergeant Macniminie, and warned the 5th Europeans 
of the danger of listening to misguided counsels, and 
sufleriog themselves to be seduced from the path of 
duty, seem to have had no weight with the 
men of this wufortunate regiment, There must 
have been a thoroughly a bad spirit amongst 
amongst them—a spirit tatal to discipline, and most 
dangerous to the state, for, when a standing army is 
persuaded that upon itself alone depends the whole tabric 
of government, nation which maintains that army 
is not removed from a state of either anarchy or 
mili despotism. 


CLIMATE OF PEKIN,

our leading article of yesterday you state 
that the Russians have not been very communicative 
as to the winter climate of Pekin, and we gather what 
we do know of it chiefly from Le Pere Hyaciathe, who 
resided there some time, and wrote an account of the 
eity.” You do the Russians great injustice. I have 
before me a series of meteorological observations made 
and registered by order of the Russian Government by 
M. Scatchkoff and his assistants at that capital during 
every single hour of every day and night consecutively 
throughout the years 1800, 1951, 1852, 1833, 1854, anu 
1855, which are printed and published in eztenso, and 
which include every particular of a most complete 
meteorological register. The work which contains 
these observatious (amountiag, for Pekin alone, to 
upwards of 280,000 individual entries) is distributed 
gratuitously, on the most liberal scale, to the principal 
scientific institutions, and to many private individuals 
(myself among the number), throughout Europe; and 
besides these, there are less Complete, but still highly 
valuable records of similar observation, extending trow 
1841 onwards, with vccasional interruptions. These 
iorm part, and but a small part, of the iiamense collec 
tion of magnetic and meteorological observa tions 
which the Kussians (offering ia this respect a most 
striking contrast to the conduct of our enlightened 
neighbours the French) have contributed to science 
from every part of their extensive territory, the records 
of which in my profession alone eocupy more than three 
cubic feet of closely printed figure work, and which are 
siili in progress, 
As regards the climate of Pekin, it results from these 
observatidas, that the mean or average temperature 
of the whole year is 52 degrees of Fahrenheit's thermo- 
meter, that uf the hottest muoth (July), 83, and of the 
coldest (January) 24, each to the nearest whole degree. 
The corresponding temperatures for Greeawich are 
respectively 49, 63, and 34; so that the winters there 
are, on an average, 10 degrees colder and the summers 
19 degrees warmer than in London. Ot course in- 
dividual days occur much hotter. The highest and 
lowest temperatures in the shade recorded in each 
of the six years (1850+1855) to the nearest degree
